SUBJECT : Comments on COTR Manual 


1. The NFAC COTR Manual will be very useful to OPA 
COTRs, particularly those who are new to contract manage- 
ment. Having all of the forms in one place and a coherent 
description of the competitive bidding process will be 
very valuable for them. 


2. There is one big gap in the manual, however, and 
that is the omission of the requirement to report Foreign 
Affairs Research contracts to the Department of State, 
via the CIA Coordinator for Academic Affairs. I have 
alerted a the existence of the draft manual 
and he said that he would be in touch with you about fil- 
ling this void. My sense of the reporting process is 
that reference to the requirements should come on page 
17, since reporting should follow shortly after the sign- 
ing of the contract (unless sensitive foreign travel is 


involved, when reporting prior to the signing of the con- 
tract is mandated).
